Miss Griffith, according to/ her 
parents, had broken an engagement 
to marry Dr. Schott and planned to 
marry Captain George J. Gordon, an 
officer.of the First division, station- 
ed at Camp Zachary Taylor.

This comment grew out of press 
dispatches from Rome quoting Car- 
dinal Karkawski, archbishop of 
Warsaw; to the effect that virtual- 
ly the eatire Polish army was being 
mobilized on the Russian frontier 
against a possible advance of the 
bolshevist forces, since the crush- 
ing blow delivered to Admiral Kol- 
chak has enabled Lenine and Trotz- 
ky to turn to their eastern foes. 


Article Ten Involved.

The staunchest advocates of 
league do not pretend that Lenine’ 
would concern himself with ite de- 
cigons as to the impropriety of his 
attack upon Poland, and they were 
more interested in what the league 
might or could be expected to do 
under such circumstances. 

In the first place, the likelihood 
of Poland calling for military aid 
is not paramount, since the Polish 
army is regarded as better quali- 
fied than that of any country ad- 
jacent_to Russia to meet the “red” 
menace and check the Lenine dream 
of bolshevism sweeping through 
western Europe. Poland hag a 
standing army of 600,000 well- 
trained and equipped men, tmhuch of 
their equipment being “made in 
America.” 

The Poles have been represented 
as anxious for a mandate from the 
league of nations to crush bolshev- 
ism, and this is: known fo have 
been put forward as one of the 
first questions for consideration of 
the league council which is to as- 
semble shortly. 

Senate Point of View. 


From the senate point of view, 
the question resolves itself not 80 
much as to what will happen as to 
what the obligations of the United 
States would be in such an instance 
should the treaty, embodying the 
covenant for a league of nations, be 
ratified. Senators have dwelt upon 
all manner of hypothetical cases 
that might arise. They have talked 
of Mexico, Arfnenia, New Zealand 
and the Hedjaz. Many of them now 
believe that Poland may offer a 
practical “nut to crack.” The posi- 
tion of the senate with respect to 
the United States rendering eco- 
nomic, .if not military, aid to Po- 
land to preserve “her territoria) 
intergrity and political independ- 
ence,” “comes down to bases.” The 
instance is regarded as especially 
interesting as a case in point be- 
cause of the very decided stand 
taken not alone by Mr. Wilson but 
by Senator. Lodge in favor of the 
United States contributing its in- 
‘fluence and power to the establish- 
ment of Poland as an independent 
state. Under the reservation to 
Article X. proposed by Senator 
Lodge, the United States would 
have this government assume no 
obligation to preserve the territory 
or independence of Poland unless 
the congress of the United States 
decided to do so by affirmative 
action.

“There are ten thousand ex-serv- 
ice men in Atlanta,” stated Mr. Fol- 
som Tuesday, “and if each man re- 
news his insurance for the full 
amount that will mean that there 
will be $100,000,000 in estates in the 
city of Atlanta alone. And under the 
new provisions set forth in the 
Sweet bill, which is now operative, 
this money can be paid to the ben- 
eficiaries in the entire sum or in 
payments covering 36 months or 240 
months, which terms are determined 
by the insured. In other words, any 
of the ex-service men can designate 
the manner in which the money is 
to be paid to the pa mere! 

“All under the Sweet bill the 
permitted class of beneficiaries is 
extended to include uncles, aunts, 
nieces, nephews, brothers-in-law and 
sisters-in-law. Another change 
which has been made makes it pos- 
sible for any person who has been 
acting in the capacity of parent or 
guardian for an insured man for a 
period of not less than one year 
prior to application for insurance 
is entitled to receive the money from 
the insurance.

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United States’ Chamber 
of Commerce Predicts 
Continuation of Activi- 
ty-— Farmers Backbone 
of Present Activity. 


Washington, December 30.—Con- 
tinued industrial activity is pre- 
dicted by the committee on statis- 
tics of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States in its annual 
end-of-the-year review of business 
and crop conditions. Manufacturers, 
the report said, have orders in ex- 
cess of their capacifY, and in the 
retail trade there is a feeling of 
confidence cf the continuation un- 
til another harvest at least, of the 
demand for all classes of commodi- 
ties. 

Farmers are reported unusually 
prosperous because of the high 
prices of their products. The lib- 
eral spending of the farmers, the 
review asserts, is the backbone and 
sustaining power of the present 
volume of business throughout the 
country, as they are paying mostly 
cash and are purchasing more im- 


proved farm machinery and pvrre- 
bred live stock than ever before. 

Of the genera] crop situation, the 
report stated that rain did much 
damage to unharvested crops in 
the south and in the southern por- 
tion of some of the central states, 
reducing the yield and impairing 
quality. Winter wheat acreage will 
be materially reduced this fall, the 
report said, as the farmers believ- 
ed winter wheat production at high 
prices was over for the present. 

“Great activity in building,” the 
committee added, “is reported in 
sections, except where crop failures 
were extensive; copper mining is in 
a poor state; silver mining is doing 
well; oil production is good.”

Townsend Bill Opens Way to 
National System of Good Roads 


Following is a brief summariza- 
tion of the salient features of the 
Townsend bill, providing for the 
construction of a nation-wide sys- 
tem of highways, the measure 
bearing the name of its author, 
Senator Charles E. Townsend, of 


Michigan: 

1. It authorizes the construction and 
maintenance of a national system of high- 
ways exclusively at the expense of the na- 
tional government. 

2. Creates federal highway commission to 
be named by the president, with the advice 
and consent of the senate to take over all 
of the highway functions naw exercised by 
the department of agriculture, and to con- 
struct and to maintain a national highway 
system. This commission is to consist of 
five men selected with due regard for geo- 
graphical representation. 

3. The national highways shall consist of 
two main highways in every state, compris- 
ing 1 per cent of the’ total highway mile- 
age of each state ag ascertained by the 
commission. Where 1 per cent is not suf- 
fiicent to cause these highways to connect 
with (a) adjacent states, (b) . bordering 
countries, (c) waterways, the commission is 
authorized to extend the mileage in that 
amount. 

4 All highways shall be adequate for 
present and future needs, with a right of 
way of 66 
surface of 20 feet. 

5. The commission is directed to consnit 
the state highway departments as to loca- 
tions of those highwavs and is further 
authorized to have all the work undertaken 
by the state highway department, super- 
vyisory power remaining with the commis- 
sion. re 

6. In those states where national highways 
have been constructed to a. point adequate 
for present and future traffic. needs by the 
commission, the commission is authorized to 
construct an equivalent mileage to that 
taken over, but maintenance in those cases 
will rest upon the state. 

7. No money appropriated by this act shall 
ba expended in any state until the legisla- 
ture of such state assents to the provisions 
of this act and to the taking over by the 
commission of existing roads or rights of 
way nas a part of the national system, 

8. The commission is directed to make 
such recommendations as it may deem con- 
sonant with the public interest as regards 
the extension of hoth the national high- 
way and the federal aid acts. — 

9, Penalties are ‘prescribed for those who 
violate the act or malicionsiv injure or de- 
strey parts of the national hi¢ghway system, 
with the provision that nothine shall af- 
fect the criminal of civil jurisdiction of the 
state over personal properties upon such 
hirhwnars. 

10. For purposes of carrying ont. the act 
there is appropriated fift~ million dollers 
which shall become immediately available: 
seventy-five million dollars for the fiscal 
vear beeinnin® July 1, 1920, and one hur- 
dred million dollars: for each of the succeed- 
ing three years, tn nll four hundred and 
twenty-five million dollars. 

11. After making snch deductions as mav 
he necessary for administration and mainte- 
nance the commission is directed to allocate 
the rematnire funds between the severs! 
stotes annvaliy in the same ratio that the 
mileage selected In each state henrs to the 
total mileage selected tn nll states. 


What the Bill Means. 

What the Townsend bill mean 
and its possibilities in the devel- 
opment of the country, may be 
summarized as follows: 

1. Thirty thousand (30,000) miles 
of durable highways connecting ev- 
ery state in the union. 

29 Adequate insurance of gov- 
ernment funds against loss through 
adequate maintenance. The pres- 
ent federal aid act specifically savs 


that government funds must not be 
spent for maintenance. 


8. A second line of transporta- 
tion for use by the nation in times 
of emergency, such as the recent 


railroad strike fn England. and to 
supplement other forms of trans- 
portation -in times of war. 


4. A positive, definite decrease 
in transportation cost. In 1912 gov- 
ernment experts estimated annual 
loss to the United States of $504.- 
000,000 In excessive highway trans- 
portation costs. The enormous in- 
crease in highway traffic since that 
time makes this figure seem very 
conservative. 

5. A saving of half a billion dol- 
lars annually in tire and gasoline 


feet and a minimum wearing ' 


costs on passenger automobiles. We 
have six and a half million ma- 


chines of this type now and will 
add two and a half million to that 
number in 1920. A saving of 1% 
cents per miles can easily be ef- 
fected in the cost of this trans- 
portation through a uniform im- 
provement of our highways. 

6. Concentration of government 
funds on’ primary roads, linking up 
of our state boundaries. Under the 
present federal aid act government 
funds are distributed to 48 sep- 
arate states which in turn distrib- 
ute them to the several counties. 
Intrastate rather than interstate 
needs thus become rima con- 
struction, and federa funds are 


separated over a very wide terr!- 
tory. 


7. Agricultural production will 
be increased as such a system as 


is proposed will tap directly one- 
fifth of the total area of the United 
States. Industrial production will 
also be affected in the same man- 
ner. 


State Funds Released. 

8. State funds will be released 
for concentration on state highway 
Systems and county funds for. use 
on county roads. Enactment of the 
Townsend bill does not mean that 
each state will receive less money 
but actually that each state will 
have more.for use in construction 


of lateral] “feeder” highways and 
for highway maintenance. 


- 9 Reduction in building costs 
supplemented by a uniform con- 


struction policy through centraliza- 
tion of effort under one depart- 
ment. At the present time we have 


oo uniform standards of construe- 
ion, 


10. State and county construction 
will be stimulated and the build- 


ers encouraged to. seek a higher 
standard through the example set 
by the government, 


11. Durable all-the-year-round 
highways will be provided as 


against the present impermanent 
types. Sixty-six per cent of the 
total mileage to be constructed un- 
der federal aid supervision is of 
dirt, clay and gravel—all high 
maintenance cost roads. 

12, 


the governmept through the unift- 
cation of highway activities and 
waste eliminated through overlap- 
Ping and duplication. 

13. The act does not foreclose 
the action of any future congress 
in regard to federal aid. It says 


that the commf{ssion shall make 
such recommendations regarding 
further legislation of this charac- 
ter as may be deemed appropriate. 
It is too early yet to judge the full 
effect of federal aid in state and 
county construction and also too 
early to appropriate further large 
sums for this kind of construction. 


State Right, Not Affected. 
14, The rights of the state are 
not affected, save that they turn 


over the rights of way to the gOvV- 
ernment. The government bears 
the full cost of construction and 
maintenance, while the state re- 
tains its civil and criminal] powers. 
Construction must proceed in al? 
States at once under the section of 
the law which requires the’ alloca- 
tion of government funds between 
the several states annually. This 
prevents concentration of the funds 
SO appropriated on any one high- 
way in any one year, but does per- 
mit of the improvement of high- 
ways in the several states during 
any one year. ; 


15. Such a system will serve to 
bind the states |more closely to- 
gether, generating a new spirit of 
nationalism, lifting our standards 
of health and education in a ma- 
terial way, and it will also serve 
to cut into the cost of living with- 
out paralyzing the producer, since 
a large percentage of final costs 
to the ultimate consumer rests 
upon transportation costs. 


Last Night’s Dreams, What They Mosk

The high-brows, the scientific in- 
vestigators of dream phenomena, 
have invented a fearful and won- 
derful word for the art of taking 
omens from dreams. They call it 
oneiromancy—five Syllables, ac- 


cent on-the second. Freud, in an- 
swer to the question. “Does the 
dream have any value for a knowl- 
edge of the future?’ would sub- 
stitute “for a knowledge of the 
past,” for “the dream originates in 
the past in every sense.” He addsin 
his characteristically involved and 
transcendental manner: “To be sure 
the ancient belief that the dream 
reveals the ftuure is not entirely 
devoid of truth. By representing 
to us a wish as fulfilled the dream 
certainly leads us into the future, 
but this future taken by the 
dreamer ag present has been form, 
ed into the likeness of the past .by 
the indestructible wish!” Read that 
over several times and perhaps you 
will see what the learned professor 
is driving at. 


The ancients, especially the Per- 
sians, Egyptians and Greeks, who 
erected the foretelling of events by 


dreams into an art, divided dreams 
into different kinds, only ane kiad 


of which would literally come true, 
and would not interpret the dreams 
of people who had been drinking. 
And some modern soothsayers re- 
fuse to regard as prophetic dreams 


caused by indigestion or alcohol. 
Bishop Synesius, who lived in the 
fourth century and will.be remem- 
bered by all readers of Charles 
Kingsley's Hypatia, wrote a treatise 
on dreams in which he states t§at 
as no two people are alike, the 
same dream does not have the same 
significance for everybody and we 
must find out the meaning of our 
dreams for ourselves. All of which 
is well to remember when we con- 
sider the dicta of the modern mys- 
tics in regard to such dreams as 
say those of accidents for instance. 
Some mystics say that to dream of 
seeing or being in an accident mere- 
ly means that you are to have an 
unexpected meeting with some ac- 
quaintance; others that it is a warn- 
ing not to travel for a while. Ac- 
cording to still others to see an ac- 
cident in a dream means short- 
lived worries and to dream of be- 
ing tn one, a slow but sure success

There ig nothing in cigaréttes

But 
cigarette smoking is taken up by 
boys Who would not be iikely to in- 
duige in cigars, and worse still, 
girls a trifle frail in the upper story 
sometimes think it is real smart to 
accept a cigarette and learn to 
smoke while attending a dance or 
some other affair where the smart- 
aleck type of scatter-brain youth 
shines for a brief spell before he 
goes to the devil. 


No man who understands the drug 
action of tobacco will deny that it 
produces certain characteristic and 


deplorable effects upon young, im- 
mature individuals. One effect is a 
stunting in growth when the tobac- 
co habit is acquired at a tender age. 
Another well-known effect of to- 
bacco is impairment of mental 
acuity, so that the smart-aleck lad 
is generally trailing around the foot 
of his class or cry | in mrore than 
a fairshare of his subjects. A great 
western university instructor in- 
formed me that in many years he 
had noticed that no smokKer had 
ever attained scholastic honors. 


There is one direction in which 
it is too ebvioug that the tobacco 


smoking youth ig rather precocious, 
and that ts in the matter of sexual 
life. It is for this reason that I say 
that parents who fail to exact from 
boys a solemn pledge not to use to- 
bacco until 21 fail in a plain duty. 
And boys who cannot give and keep 
such a pledge are unworthy of the 
sacrifices parents and other fond 
relatives are constantly making io 
give them an education. There is 
something painful in the sight of a 
high school or a college lad suck- 
ing a cigarette he has been loaned 
or given by some doting relative. 


What this country needs next is 
a law prohibiting the sale, giving 
away to, or possession of tobacco 
by any Abn under the age of 21.

Description of Fugitives.

Webb is 6 feet 4 inches tall and 
weighs 175 pounds. His only distin- 
guishing mark is a little scar on 
his left thumb. He has light com- 
plexion, sandy hair and blue eyes. 
He was born in Tennessee. His 
mother is Mrs. C. L. Webb and lives 
at Hummerville, Ga. 

Roy Dickerson is literally tattooed 
all over. He is 5 feet 8 inches t 
and weighs 141 pounds. He is nie- 
dium size, with brown hair and blue 
eyes. He was born in Montgomery, 
Ala. At the time of his conviction 
his wife was living in Little Rock, 
Ark., but recently, according to the 
police, she has been living at the 
Aragon hotel. Dickerson’s father 
now lives in Mobile, at 413 South 
Conception street.

That the next great fight. with 
the liquor element in this country 
will be a national political battle, 
is the opinion of Dr. P. A. Baker, 
of Montgomery, national superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League 
of America, in Atlanta’ attending 
a meeting of leading business men 
of this city who are interested in 
the prohibition enforcement cam- 
paign. 

It is the opinion of Dr. Baker 
that the attack of the liquor forces 
on the eighteenth amendment in 
the courts will fail as have all 
their other attempts to prove the 
prohibition and enforcement laws 
invalid. 

Believes Facts Recognized, 

The liquor men realize this fact, 
he believes, and are coupling Dp- 
litical activities with their efforts 
to undermine the effectiveness of 
the prohibition laws by encourag- 
ing its violation and obtaining lax 
enforcement.

Prohi Sleuths 
Drank Whisky 


Witness Swears He Saw 
“Dry” Inspectors Drink 
Liquor Found in Car of 
Slain Men. 


Manassas, Va., December 30.— 
With the introduction of the dying 
statement of Lawrence Hudson, the 
prosecution today completed its evi- 
dence in the second trial of W. C. 
Hall, prohibition inspector, charged 
with the killing of Hudson last 
March when he and his companion, 
Raymond Shackleford, were mortal- 
Ty wounded by prohibition agents 
while driving an automobile loaded 
with whisky on the Valley turn- 
pike near Winchester, Va. 

In his dying declaration made 
verbally to Dr. P. W. Boyd, of the 
Winchester hospital, Hudson, Dr. 
Boyd testified, stated he had not 
fired at the prohibition agents and 
that he counseled Shackleford not 
to shoot and did not believe he had 
fired his revolver. The declaration 
was ruled out of order at the first 
trial. 

The jury inspected the automobile 
occupied by Hudson and Shackle- 
ford at the time of the shooting and 
examined the three bullet scars on 
the maahine, which the prosecution 
introduced in an effort to prove 
that the marks were made by bul- 
lets shot from outside the car. 


Dry Sleuths Drank Whisky. 

Herman Goode, who resides near 
where Lawrence Hudson and Ray- 
mond Shackleford, alleged bootleg- 
gers, were killed last March by state 
prohibition inspectors, testified that 
on the morning of the shooting 
he saw five men transferring liquor 
from one automobile to another, 

“And I saw them all take a 
drink,” he added, while chuckles 
broke the dignity of the court cham- 
ber. The prosecution was attempt- 
ing to show that the prohibition of- 
ficers drank some of the alleged 
contraband whisky after the fatal 
shooting. 

Alfred Blye, garage proprietor, 
was put through a vigorous cross- 
examination by couusel for the de- 
fense with regard to his attitude 
toward men engaged in enforcing 
prohibition laws. He denied any 
strong bias and, inreply to questions 
regarding repairs to “bootleggers’ 
cars,” declared he made repairs for 
‘anybody who could pay. 

Deputy Sheriff B. M. Borden, of 
Shenandoah county, testified Hal! 
and three other officers, Harry F. 
Sweet, W. G. Dunleavy and J. H. 
Sullivan, surrendered to him after 
the shooting, and that Sweet said 
Shackleford had fired three shots 
before the prohibition agents opened 
fire. Borden said Shackleford’s pis- 
tol had three empty cartridges when 
turned over to him. 

The Rev. J. Sidney Peters, state 
prohibition commissioner, has been 
present at all the hearings and holus 
frequent consultations with Hall. 


Prohi Chauffeur Called. 

The defense opened its testimony 
by the introduction of Joe Williams, 
chauffeur of the prohibition agents’ 
automobile, and in the prosecution's 
effort to connect Williams with the 
“bootlegging” traffic, they gainea

“about a year ago” he had gone to 
Baltimore in an automobile to bring 
oack whisky for a garage man.

DENIED BY HAPGUUD 


New York, .December 30.—Nor-

man Hapgood issued a statement 
here tonight in explanation of his 
resignation as minister to n- 
mark, in which he categorically de- 
nied having expressed sympathy 
for, or having had relations with, 
the soviet government of Russia. 
He declared his views have not 
changed regarding the maintenance 
of the blockade and that he still 
believes bolshevism is strengthened 
by it, not only in Russia but else- 
where, “in proportion as Europe 
suffers from the inability to get 
raw materials and food from Rus-, 
sia and to send her manufactured 
articles in return.” 

Charges that Mr. Hapgood had 
been in friendly relations with Le- 
nine and Trotzky were originally 
made in Harvey’s Weekly and the 
former minister said that one of 
his reasons for asking to be re- 
leased trom the diplomaitc service, 
“was the necessity of answering 
Colonel George Harvey's false- 
hoods.” His attack was “foolish 
and vindictive,’ he asserted. 

Mr. Hapgood said he has. been 
opposed to communism all his life 
and denounced the charge that he 
was a friend of Lenine and Trotzky 
as “a grotesque falsehood.” He 
characterized an accusation that he 
had used the American legation at 
Copenhagen as a “trading post” for 
“et soviet government as “despic- 
able.” 

Mr. Hapgood explained that 
Alexander Berkenheim, representing 
17,000,000 co-operatives of Russia, 
came to America with a letter from 
Prince Kropotkin, and they met. 
He said he agreed with the Russian 
that the best way to overcome bol- 
shevism was to restore trade and 
he gave Berkenheim letters to gov- 
ernment officials here, urging that 
he be permitted to ship out piled 
up stores of flax and hemyp valued 
at $300,000,000, awaiting export in 
possession of the co-operatives and 
to import machinery, shoes, sugar 
and medicine. Out of this, Mr. Hap- 
good said, grew the false charge 
that he had made “repeated over- 
tures” in Wall street to finance the 
bolsheviki, Berkeheim being sa 
anti-bolshevist, he stated, as to 
have been arrested five times. 

Hapgood Not Confirmed. 

Washington, December 30.—An- 
nouncement was made at the white 
house today that Norman Hapgood, 
whose appointment as minister to 
Denmark was not confirmed by the 
senate, had tendered his resignation 
to President Wilson two weeks ago 
with the request that it be accepted 
“quickly” so he could answer 
charges by Harvey’s Weekly that 
he had sought financial assistance 
in this country for the Russian sov- 
iet authorities. The resignation was 
accepted, 

In the view of state department 
officials as expressed yesterday, 
Mr. Hapgood’s commission as min- 
ister to Denmark expired when the 
senate ended its special session iast 
month without acting on his nomi- 
nation. Mr. Hapgood requested that 
he be not given a recess appoint- 
ment. 

In a formal statement today the 
State department said Mr. Hapgood 
had “requested that he be not re- 
appointed in order to save the 
president and the administration 
from any possible cause of embar- 
rassment.” 


Robert E. Ford Dead. 


New York, December 30.—Robert 
E. Ford. eldest son of the late Pat- 
rick Ford, the founder of The Irish 
World, died at his home here today 
following an attack of apoplexy. 
He was 54 years of age and was a 
member of th eexecutive board of 
the Friends of Irish Freedom. 


His life as a citizen was praised 
and his administration as recent 
head of the fair price body in Ful- 
ton county and present chairman of 
the state fair price commission was 
complimented in speeches‘ made. by 
prominent Atiantans at a luncheon 
given in honor or Jonn A. Manget 
at the Ansley hotel Tuesday at 
noon. 

The luncheon was attended by 
nearly 100 citizens who were pres- 
ent as a token of their esteem for 
tie work which Mr. Manget has 
done towards curbing profiteering 

Dr. C. B. Wilmer 
toastmaster and introduced the 
speakers. The diners responded 
with a good iaugh when at the 
Outset of his remarks he singled 
out a number of business men and 
declared with mock gravity that he 
Was suspicious of the motive that 
brought them to the meeting. He 
referred to Mr. Manget in the posi- 
tion he occupies as being “partly 
kicked upstairs and partiy drawn 
up from above.” 

“Mr. Manget is evidently pos- 
sessed of unlimited backbone,” was 
the observation of the United 
States district attorney, who was 
presented as the first speaker. He 
declared that the law to curb prof- 
iteering is in the hands of the gov- 
ernment and that the local commit- 
tee is empowered with such agencies 
as is necessary to use to take care 
of prices. 


presided as 


Asks Support. 


He said that in his opinion, how- 
ever, less than one-tenth ‘of the 
people were disposed to wrong in 
the matter of dealing with consum.- 
ers. He called on those present to 
back Mr. Manget up in his effort to 
carry the burden between the op- 
posing factions. 

In his address, which was the 
principal speech at the luncheon, 
Mr. Manget said: “I would indeea 
be an ingrate if I did not assure 
you of my apperciation of this 
gathering, but allow me to say 
that you are not here primarily to 
honor one of your humblest citi- 
zens. You are here because there is 
work to do; because you are men of 
vision; and because you are willing 
by word and deed to carry on a 
most important work for the gen- 
eral weal of our country.” 

He spoke of the general unrest 
and declared that “millions of our 
people see on all sides evidence of 
vast fortunes built by increased 
charges for their necessities, while 
they and their children must suf- 
fer to live decently. 


Explains Unrest. 


“Do we need any further explana- 
tion of unrest?” he asked. He re- 
quested the co-operation of both 
the consumer and ,gthe merchant 
that the purpose of the fair price 
committee might succeed. 

Other speakers at the iuncheon 
told iof many instances of Mr. Man- 
get’s liberality to worthy causes ays 
a private citizen. Rev. J. W. Ham 
told of a $1,000 subscription made 
by him to help clear the indebted- 
ness on the Baptist Tabernacle. 
Major R. J. Guinn told a story of 
his gifts to help maintain the 
churches’ homes for girls in the city. 
Following this narration J. K. O 
responded with a pledge of $25 
month for these homes. 

Short talks were made by Con- 
gressman W. D. Upshaw and W. C. 
Mansfield, both natives of 
county, where Mr. Manget spent 
his early days.

soldiers that started last night on 
a street car near Camp Zachary 
Taylor. 

After he had been reprimanded by 
soldiers on the car for cursing in 
the presence of women passengers, 
a negro drew arevolver and shot 
Private Hager. gr fight ensued dur- 
ing which the negro jumped from 
the car and ran three miles to Louis- 
ville, closely pursued by a number of 
soldiers. Both sides exchanged 
shots. As the negro ran, Mrs. 
Lynch got between him and his pur- 
suers and fell dead with a bullet 
through her breast. 

Police arrested J. L. Hudson on a 
charge of killing Mrs. Lynch. Hud- 
son said he appeared on his porch 
and shot at the negro as he passed. 
He does not believe, he said, that

When arrested he had his right 
foot heavily bandaged, and was 
using a crutch about twelve inches 
too short for him. He claimed that 
his ankle was painfully hurt only 
recently, but upon close examina- 
tion it was found that he was only 
feigning injury.

New York, December $¢.—With call money again 25 per cent, the 
stock market again today displayed remarkable strength, most shares 
outside of the rails closing higher than last night. Early in the day 
professional traders began to realize that the market had not only been 
thoroughly liquidated, but oversold, that the year-end selling to estab- 
lish losses to be deducted from income taxes had been finished, that 


the trouble in the money market Was outside of the stock market. | 


Reaching these conclusions, traders who were short of stocks hegan to 
cover. Hence the day’s advance in the face of 25 per cent call money. 

Today call loans renewed at the cpening of the money market: at 
11:30 at 15 per cent. By noon the rate was up to 18 per cent. Yes- 


terday’s call loan demands on the stock exchange amounted to $45,-/ 


000,000. Today’s requirements were much smaller. Time money was 
scarce today with 8% bid and practically none offered. 
Speculation Cause. 


Since the violent liquidaticr of Jast month Wall street has had no 
part in creating the existing conditions in the money market. Specula- 
tion in foodstuffs and commodities and ordinary legitimate business 
have made the trouble. The demand from such quarters has made the 
supply from which Wall street usually draws small. [It takes more 
money today to fill the pay envelopes and carry on the same volume 
of business as was handled a year ago. With call money at 25 per 
cent, speculative Wall street cannot stay in the game. 

Next, those who are speculating in foodstuffs and’ commodities will 


find when their time loans come due they, too, must drop out. Then, if} 


the situation does not show improvement, the everyday business man 
will find that he, too will have to pay more for the money to put in his 
pay envelopes and fill his orders. Whether the interests last named 
can pass the higher cost of money on to the consumer remains to be 
seen. If that cannot be done then there is going to be a period of 
general readjustment in trade until the working man, the manufacturer 
and the consumer can again get together on prices. In the meantime, 
however, the technical condition of the stock market shows remark- 
able strength. 
Wall Street Gossip. 


According to today’s Washington dispatches, the attorney general 
has collected a toll of evidence to submit next month to the grand jury 
of the District of Columbia on charges that have been made that there 
have been leaks to Wall street in recent decisions handed down by the 
supreme court of the United States. Wall street was not disturbed by 
this intelligence. Since the memory of man runneth not to the con- 
trary these leak investigations have been hid.at rgular intervals and 
up to date there never has been any startling disclosures. 

“We hope the year is to pass without more serrious money market 
trouble” one large Wall street house wired to its out-of-town customers 
today, adding “but it does seem a time to bear in mind in considering 
the future that the Federal Reserve banks may be called upon to pro- 
vide a larger assistance for commercial accounts than has before been 
necessary, but at higher rates.” 


American Woolen. 


American Woolen sold off nearly 2 points during the early trading 

to 139% and then advanced to 166, a new high record, on the statement 
put out by President Wood to the effect that labor and wool were both 
scarce. That many people are getting the very last wear out of their 
old clothes was pointed out by traders long of American Woolen. 
. AS was the case yesterday when a new high record was made in 
the total number of the different shares traded in, today’s market, al- 
though less active, was broader than at any time last. week. Many 
serena stocks are now being traded in to establish end-of-the-year 
prices. 

A glance at the stock market as a whole shows very much higher 
prices than those of a year ago for inddustrrial shares. Railroad stocks 
are much lower. As for bonds, losses are the rule. The declines com- 
pared with the prices at this time of year show losses or 5, 10, 20 and 
even 30 points or more. 


Interborough Report. 


Wall street heard today around noon that the Interborough Rapid 
Transit company, operating the subway, elevated and surface lines with 
income running below the amount required to meet the $5,000,000 | 
January 1 interest charges, had arranged to borrow 4,000,000, leaving 
$1,000,000 still to be raised. One trader reading the announcement 
made a quick calculation that the needed money could be raised if only 
a million people would each buy a dollar’s worth of tickets today and 
then tear them up. Why not have the holders of the bonds and notes 
tear up $1,000,000 worth of the maturing coupons, another trader 
asked, The answer was first an outraged grunt and then a smile.
